GENERAL CURTIS E. LEMAY 











General Curtis Emerson LeMay’s service in the Air Force spanned 
35 years. They were historic years. Airpower grew from the frail wings 
of infancy to the unimagined power of today’s air behemoths. LeMay’s 
time in service began when the world marveled that men could fly 
the Atlantic. He ended his service when the world accepts as inevitable 


that men will go to the moon. 


They were legendary years. LeMay himself made some of the le- 
gends and became, in turn, a legend. He was a brigadier general at 
37. He pioneered the concept of strategic bombing. He organized the 
Berlin airlift. He commanded the Strategic Air Command for nine 
years before becoming Vice Chief of Staff in 1957, and.then Chief of 
Staff in 1961. And it was under his-leadership that ICBM’s were in- 


tegrated into the mightiest air arm in history. 


Few men are privileged to make history, to leave their indelible 
print in the markings of time. But Curtis LeMay unquestionably made 
an imprint in aviation history. He had the vison to see that airpower 
was a new dimension in warfare. And he had the certainty that the 
dimension would be measured by trained craftsmen of the sky. He had 
the tenacity to make excellence routine, and the ability to set the ex- 


ample. 


LeMay considers that his assignment to Maxwell’s Air Tactical 
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School in 1938 was a milestone in his career. It is fitting, therefore, 


that Maxwell today should be the home of the Air War College. 


“Your life in combat,” he once said, “depends upon your profession- 
al skill as well as your courage. Valor alone is not the answer to vic- 
tory. Training is the main essential. The best equipment, the bravest 


men, still fail unless they are trained to do the job to perfection.” 


This gentle but indomitable man, General Curtis E. LeMay, has 
charged us to preserve and advance a loyal fit teamwork, toward an 
objective he never once wavered from . . . to be so competent and 
so trained and so ready that there is no blindspot 12 o'clock high vul- 
nerability in airpower. We accept from him what he has told us to do. 
And, we will do it. 


It is fitting, then, that we at the Air War College in the Class of 
1965 should dedicate this issue of HORIZONS to General LeMay. 
We do so proudly, recalling words used by President Johnson on the 


occasion of the General’s retirement from the Air Force: 


“All the world can be grateful to you for your courage, ten- 
acity and exacting standards of professionalism. You asked of 
your men no more than you were willing to give—and you 
gave more than ever you were asked—and there is no finer mark 


of a leader of men.”
